Washirgton, July 1.—Steps are be- 
ing taken by the United States to 
promote a conferenee of the powers 
on China, primarily for the abolition 
of the special privileges enjoyed by 
foreigners, ‘which are the object of

Chicago, July 1.--(?)—Wheat tum- 
bled down more than five cents a 
bushel in price during the late trad- 
ing today. Aggressive selling from 
houses with eastern connections was 
a factor, and so too was absence of 
black gust damage together with es- 
timates that the total 1925 domes- 
tic yield of wheat would be six mil- 
lion bushels in excess of government 
June 1 figures.

WeeklyC top and Weather 
| Summary of Cotton Belt 


Washington, July 1.—Crop and 
weather conditions in the southern 
states for the week ending yesterday 


were summarized by the department 
of agriculture today as follows: 


Moderate warmth prevails in the 


cotton belt except for some unusually 
hot weather in the western portion, 
but rainfall still was of a local char- 
acter. More moisture urgently is 
needed in the southwestern portion of 
the belt and many districts in cen- 
tral and eastern cotton states need 
rain. ‘The progress of the crop was 
mostly fair to very good except in the 
dry sections of the southwest. 
Growth was very good in the west- 
ern coast sections and parts of north- 
east Texas, but cotton mostly 
'teriorated elsewhere, although local 
rains were of considerable benefit. 
The crop needs moisture in Okla- 
homa, but progress continued fair 
and very good to excellent growth 
which was reported’ from Arkansas 
as well as most of Louisiana. The 
erop made good progress generally in 
Tennessee, with early plants of nor- 
mal size and fruiting well, but some 
late planted was less promising. 
Plants were putting on squares and 
boll freely in Mississippi and Ala- 
Bama, but rain was needed in some 
sections of these states, though 
growth in general was mostly fair to 
good. Some advance was noted in 
those sections of Georgia where it was 
not too dry, mostly in the central and 
southern portions of the state, but
